On March 21, 2006, the Superior Court for the County of Santa Cruz
(Court) issued an order granting petition for writ of administrative mandamus in the
matter of Bob Rudolph Enterprises, Inc. v. State Water Resources Control Board,

Case No. CV 149342 (Attached). By order of the Court, State Water Resources Control
Board (State Water Board) Order No. WQO 2004-0005 is hereby withdrawn. The
matter of the petition of Chevron Products Company for review of a technical report
order for 4000 Portola Drive, Santa Cruz is remanded to the California Regional Water
Quality Control Board, Central Coast Region (Central Coast Water Board).

The Central Coast Water Board is directed to comply with the Court’s
order by revising its technical report order of November 9, 2000, specifically stating
what actions are being ordered and stating the statutory authority to order each required
action. By order of the Court, the Central Coast Water Board’s revised order shall be
based upon the record before it as of November 9, 2000.

This Order is not precedential.

proceedings consistent with this Order.

The Court finds that the &da;'r of the Regional Water Quality Conwol Board,
Ceatral Coast Region dared November 9, 2000 (“the Order®) is unclear as to
whether the Order requires Chevron U.S.A., Inc. o conduct faxther mvestigation
atthe site only, cleanup only, or both. Further, the referenced statory authority
ini the Order is not consisrene with the lengnage of the Order. Accordingly, the -
Court finds that the Order requires clarification and directs State Warer Resources
Control Board to set aside its Order of May 20,2004 apd remand the mateer to the
Regional Water Quality Cantrol Board, Central Coast Regien, for clarification
and 2 revised Order based on the record before the Regional Board on November
9,2000. The revised order S'om the Regional Board should indicate specifically
what is being ordered of the interested parties with reference fo the sfatutory
authority for suck au order, _

Because of the amblguities of the Regional Board’s Order of November 9, 2000,
the decision of the State Water Resources Cantrol Board of Mzy 20, 2004 ddes
not adequate]y set forth the applicable law supporting its decision. Accordingly,
the State Watsr Resources Contro] Board is directed to review its May 20, 2004

. decision in light of the revised order that the Regional Board has been disectad 1o
